MOSUL Iraq (AP) — Cloudy 
skies neutralized air power 
in Mosul on Thursday, Iraqi 
forces said, hampering 
their advance in the north¬ 
ern city, although they still 
faced deadly attacks by 
Islamic Slate militants thal 
killed seven civilians and 
two soldiers. 

The civilians were killed and 
35 others were wounded 
when militants fired mortar 
rounds on government- 
controlled areas of eastern 
Mosul, said army medic 
Bashir Jabar, who is in 
charge of a field clinic run 
by the special forces. 

A soldier was killed and 
three were wounded 
when a car packed with 
explosives sped out from 
its hiding spot in a school 
complex in the eastern 
Tahrir neighborhood, ram¬ 
ming Iraqi troops' positron 
and exploding into a ball 
of fire, according to two of¬ 
ficers who spoke an condf- 
lion of anonymity because 
they were not authorized 
to brief reporters. 

Another soldier was shot 
and killed by a sniper in the 
Bakir neighborhood. 

Clouds over Iraq's second- 
largest city obscured the 
visibility of drones and war¬ 
planes. The troops used the 
pause to secure areas they 
had seized, set up check¬ 
points and sweep for ex¬ 
plosives, said Brig, Gen. 
Haider Fodhil. 

The U.S. coalition providing 


air cover and reconnais¬ 
sance for the advancing 
forces has been a key ele¬ 
ment in the month-ofd Mo¬ 
sul offensive, and fighting 
stalls when the air power 
cannot be used. 

Thursday's attacks came 
as civilians were fleeing or 
venturing into the streets 
to ask for food from troops 
and aid agencies, Jabar 
said. Two children were 
among the civilians killed, 
he said, 

A donkey-drawn cart 
carried the body of an 
18-year-old boy, wrapped 
in a white plastic bag. Mo¬

Yemen’s Shiite rebels say they back US-brokered cease-fire

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

Amid more clashes on 
Thursday in Yemen, the 
country's Shiite rebels con¬ 
firmed their endorsement 
of a U.5-brokered cease¬ 
fire deal previously an¬ 
nounced by U.S. Secretary 
of State John Kerry. 
However, the backing of 
the deal by Yemeni rebels, 
also known as Houthls, was 
a moot point since Yemen’s 
intern a i iona lly-rec og n ized 
government has already 
dismissed the plan as “uni¬ 
lateral." saying it was not 
involved in recent talks be¬ 


tween Kerry and a Houthi 
delegation in Oman. 

On the ground, govern¬ 
ment forces expelled reb¬ 
els from several districts 
in the weslern city of Taiz 
while an international rights 
group issued a damning re¬ 
port on Thursday, criticizing 
the Houthis' detentions of 
political opponents. 

Human Rights Watch said 
the Shiite rebels have car¬ 
ried out hundreds of un¬ 
lawful detentions and lor- 
ture since capturing the 
country's capital, Sanaa. 
The New York-based group 
said it has documented 
two deaths in custody and 


11 cases of alleged torture 
and abuses. 

HRW also called upon the 
Houthis in Sanaa to hold 
officials accountable and 
to release the detainees 
— without forcing them to 
sign false confessions of 
cooperating with a Saudi- 
led coalition that is waging 
a war to expel the Houthis 
from territory the rebels 
captured. 

Sarah Leah Whitson, the 
Mid east director at Human 
Rights Watch, said the war 
between the Houthis and 
the Saudi-led coalition 
“provides no justification 
for torture and 'disappear¬ 


ance' of perceived oppo¬ 
nents." 

Houthrs descended from 
their norfhern enclave in 
2014 fo take Sanaa and 
much of northern Yemen, 
The rebels forced President 
Abed RabboMansour Hodi 
to flee the country and 
seek shelter in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, which subsequently 
launched the intervention 
by mostly Gulf Arab states 
that has consisted mainly of 
a punishing air campaign. 
The airstrikes, together with 
the ground fighting, have 
pushed the already impov¬ 
erished nation to the brink 
of famine and displaced 


nearly three million people, 
The conflict has killed over 
4.000 civilians. 

In his announcement Kerry 
said the cease-fire was sup¬ 
posed to start on Thursday 
and lead to the formation 
of a unity government be¬ 
fore the end of the year, 
Mohammed Abdel-Salam, 
the Houthis spokesman, 
told Al-Masirah TV late on 
Wednesday that the rebels 
agreed to the deal 
The peace plane, howev¬ 
er, sidelines Hadi, transfers 
his authorities to a newly 
appointed vice president, 
and gives the Houthis a 
share of power.

She said 
tn announcing her candi¬ 
dacy on Wednesday that 
she has the backing of 
two-thirds of the caucus, 
though Ryan questioned 
that number.

Water managers and 
climate experts say it's too 
early in the season to pre¬ 
dict a dry winter. 

"This doesn't mean at all 
that the winter is going to 
be dry/' said Klaus Walter, 
a climate scientist with the 
Cooperative Institute for 


Research in Environmental 
Sciences in Boulder, Colo¬ 
rado. 

"It's kind of o nervousness- 


inducing late onset," he 
said. 

A lot can happen between 
the fait and spring, said 
Marlon Duke, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Bureau of Rec¬ 
lamation, which manages 
multiple reservoirs on the 
Colorado River. 

"We’re hoping to see some 
good precipitation through 
the winter months," he 


said. 

The Colorado snowpack is 
off to its worst start in more 
than 30 years, said Brian 


Domonkos, who supervises 
the U_3, Department of Ag¬ 
riculture snow survey in the 
state. 

At least five Colorado ski 
resorts have postponed 
their opening day. Unusu¬ 
ally warm temperatures 
have limited haw much ar¬ 
tificial snow the resorts can 
make, compounding the 
lack of natural snow. 

Stilt, two Colorado resorts 
have opened with lim¬ 
ited skiing and two more 
are scheduled la start this 
weekend.

Drought in Northeast US expected to persist through February

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) —The 

long-running drought in 
much of the Northeastern 
United States is expected 
to persist through the win¬ 
ter. 

The LL5, Drought Monitor 
map released Thursday 
shows dry conditions con¬ 
tinuing through February 
throughout New England 
and the only relief com¬ 
ing In parts of upstate New 
York, where some droughl- 


strfcken areas could see im¬ 
proving conditions. 

The drought Is the worst In 
more than a decade. It has 
been devastating to farm¬ 
ers and resulted in water re¬ 
strictions in many places. El 
has dried up drinking wells 
and caused lake levels to 
drop. 

Drought also is expected lo 
persist in much oF the South¬ 
east, the Southwest as well 
as parts of the Midwest and 
California.

Days before he allegedly 
killed two Iowa police offi¬ 
cers, Scott Michael Greene 
sent a note to one of their 
deportments apologizing 
for prior run-ins, saying his 
“dark days 1 ' were over and 


praising police as “abso¬ 
lute heroes," 

In an online compliment 
form addressed to the 
"many officers 1 ' of the Ur¬ 
bandale Police Depart¬ 
ment, the unemployed 
46-year-old father wrote 
Oct. 29: "I love you folks," 

"I love the fact that you will 


give your life for my daugh¬ 
ter and myself. You guys 
are absolute heroes and 
I mean that from the bot¬ 
tom of my heart," Greene 
wrote in the note from his 
Gmail account. Tm so 
proud to have you guys 
around, I respect each 
and every one of you with 
all my heart, I really do." 


Four days after the lauda¬ 
tory email, authorities say 
Greene shot and killed 
first-year Urbandale po¬ 
lice officer Justin Martin, 
24, and Des Moines Police 
Sgt, Antony Beminio. 38. 
The ambush-style attacks 
took place about two miles 
apart within minutes of 
each other os both officers 
were sitting in their patrol 
cars. Greene is in jail await¬ 
ing trial on two counts of 
first-degree murder, which 
would put him in prison for 
life if convicted. 

The Associated Press exclu¬ 
sively obtained the docu¬ 
ment and dozens of others 
about Greene on Thursday 
from the Urbandale Com¬ 
munity School Districl under 
the open records law. 

The district had initially re¬ 
fused to release them at 
the urging of Urbandale 
police, arguing fhey were 
part of a police report and 
confidential. The district 
reversed course after the 
AP argued that exemption 
did not apply to school re¬ 
cords. 

The records reveal that 
for two weeks before the 
shootings. Greene was en¬ 
raged by the district's deci¬ 


sion to bar him for security 
reasons from district activi¬ 
ties. The district acted after 
Greene had waved a large 
Confederate flag in front 
of black spectators of a 
high school football game 
Oct. 14. He told the district 
he targeted those specta¬ 
tors with the flag because 
he was upset they did not 
stand for the national an¬ 
them. 

Greene warned school of¬ 
ficials in a rambling email 
Oct. 26 that he wasn't vio¬ 
lent but that "you messed 
with the wrong guy." He 
said the ban was a viola¬ 
tion of his civil rights and 
promised legal action to 
restore the right to watch 
his daughter perform on 
the high school cheerlead¬ 
ing team and in other ex¬ 
tracurricular activities, 

"I will fight you guys like 
a pi! bull who's been fed 
gunpowder," he wrote to 
the principal and superin¬ 
tendent. 

After the flag incident, po¬ 
lice escorted Greene out of 
the game and temporarily 
banned him from school 
property. He later posted 
video of the incident on 
YouTube. □

fetched. 

But with outsider Donald 
Trump's election as U,5.

strength of far-right and 
populisl movements in Eu¬ 
rope, some have suggest¬ 
ed that German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel is left as 
the last powerful defender 
of liberal values in the West, 
Since taking office in 2005. 
Merkel has been a fixture 
of the international summit 
circuit, often providing the 
only dash of color in row 
upon row of grey suits. 

She has outlasted mosl 
of her contemporaries 
— save for Russian Presi¬ 
dent Viadimfr Putin — and 
won plaudits for success¬ 
fully steering her country 
through the turmoil of the 
global financial crisis. 

Along the way, the trained 
physicist has deftly main¬ 
tained relations with allies 
as they gained new lead-

ministration if necessary. 
Slanding beside Obama, 
she pledged to “do every¬ 
thing to work well with the 
new president," but insisted 
that the basis for coopera¬ 


tion would have to be “de¬ 
mocracy, freedom and 
human rights worldwide, 
and to strive for an open 
and liberal world order.” 
Obama's decision to stop 
in Germany for two days 
reinforced the image of 
him passing the baton to 
Merkel, Rather than bid 
farewell to Europe in Pahs, 
the capital of America's 
oldesl ally, or in Britain — 
which prides itself on a 
having a “special relation¬ 
ship" with Washington — 
Obama's choice signaled 
a recognition that the 
heart of the old continent 
now lies in Berlin. 

The leaders of Europe's 
other major powers — Brit¬ 
ain, France, Italy and Spain 
will meet Obama in the 
German capital Friday, 
a day afler he confers at 
length with Merkel. “The 
phrase 'leader of the free 
world' is usually applied to 
the president of the United 
States, and rarely without 
irony," Timothy Gartan Ash, 
a historian and professor of 
European studies at Oxford 
University, wrote Friday in 
Britain's left-leaning Guard¬ 
ian newspaper. 


Dutch official urges a fine for 
anti-Islam lawmaker Wilders

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Prosecutors asked 
a Dutch court Thursday to 
convicl populist anti-Islam 
lawmaker Geert Wilders 
and fine him 5,000 euros

In a video reaction post¬ 
ed online in Dutch and 
English, Wilders called the 
sentence demand “utter 
madness. Only meant to 
shut you and me up." 

The politically charged 
trial centers on comments 
that Wilders made before 
and after the Dutch mu¬ 
nicipal elections in 2014. Al 
one meeting in a Hague 
cafe, he asked supporters 
whether they wanted more 
or fewer Moroccans in the 


Netherlands. That sparked 
a chant of “Fewer! Fewer! 
Fewer!” — to which he re¬ 
plied “we’ll take care of It,' 1 
Prosecutor Wouter Bos said 
the court should “send a 
clear signal that statements 
like these do no! belong in 
the Netherlands.” 

Bos told the three-judge 
pane! that Wilders' com¬ 
ments portrayed Moroc¬ 
cans as “of less value and 
put them outside society. 
In fact, Wilders is saying 
that Moroccans don't de¬ 
serve to stay here. 11 The 
praseculor cited one of 
the many Moroccans who 
filed criminal complaints 
against Wilders."You only 
want less ot something thal 
is bad and not goad,” Bos 
said, citing the complaint.

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Philippines' Duterte mulls leaving international court

— Philippine President Ro¬ 
drigo Duterte said Thursday 
he might follow Russia’s ex¬ 
ample and withdraw from 
the International Criminal 
Court where his critics say 
he could be charged over 
the thousands killed in his 
war an drugs. 

In a statement before fly¬ 
ing fo Peru to at fend the 
annual summit of Asia-Pa¬ 
cific leaders, Duterte also 
said the United Nations has 
been unsuccessful in stop¬ 
ping wars. He said if China 
and Russia decide to cre¬ 


ate a new world order, he 
would be the first la join 
them and leave the U.N., 
which he said is dominated 
by the U.5. 

“You know, if China and 
Russia would decide lo cre¬ 
ate a new order. I would 
be the firs! to join, ,r he said, 
adding that he would quit 
the U.N.U.N. spokesman 
Farhan Haq said the U.N. 
is aware of reports that 
Duterte is considering with¬ 
drawing his country from 
the ICC but tha! the world 
body has not yet received 
any formal communica¬ 
tion from the Philippines. He 
urged them and other na¬ 


tions to reconsider. 

Duterte also criticized the 
global agreement to fight 
climate change, saying 
there are no penalties for 
violators and it is not clear 
which industrialized coun¬ 
tries will contribute money 
to support developing 
countries' efforts against 
global warming. He said 
that was the reason why 
President-elect Donald 
Trump does not want the 
U_S. to spend on fighting elk 
mate change. 

During his campaign. Trump 
said he would pull the U,5. 
oul of the Paris pact an cli¬ 
mate change. 


The foul-mouthed Duterte 
said that like Russia, he 
might withdraw from the 
ICC “because we the small 
ones are the only ones be¬ 
ing beaten up," but noth¬ 
ing has been done for the 
thousands of children and 
women dying in bombings 
in Syria and Iraq.Duterte 
is expected la meet with 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin at the sidelines of the 
summit in Lima. He request¬ 
ed far the bilateral meeting 
because he wants to meet 
and be friends with Putin, 
whom he said was his idol. 
Human rights advocates 
have criticized Duterte's 


anti-drug campaign that 
has let I more than 4,000 
suspected addicts and 
pushers dead since July.

South Korean lawmakers pass law on independent probe of Park

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
South Korea's parliament 
an Thursday passed a law 
that would allow a special 
prosecutor la investigate a 
corruption scandal threat¬ 
ening the presidency of 
Park Geun-hye. 

The opposition-controlled 
National Assembly also 
voted for a parliamentary 
investigation into allega¬ 
tions that Park allowed a 
secretive confidante to 
maniputale power from 
the shadows and amass 
an illicit fortune. 

The bill on an independent 
investigation was passed 
by a vote at 1 96 to 10 with 
14 abstentions in the 300- 
seat assembly. 

It came as state prosecu¬ 
tors prepared to indict 
Park's friend by Sunday, 
Prosecutors had sought to 
question Park this week, 
but her lawyer on Thursday 
asked tor more time,

JERUSALEM (AP) — A pro¬ 
posal \o make mosques re¬ 
duce the loudspeaker vol¬ 
ume of their call to prayer 
has sparked an uproar 
among Israel’s Muslims, 
underscoring their fraught 
relationship with the coun¬ 
try’s Jewish majority. 
Supporters of the bill, in¬ 
cluding Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu, have 
painted it as a matter of 
quality of life. But fl has 
deepened a sense among 
the Arab minority that it is 
being increasingly margin¬ 
alized by his hard-line gov¬ 
ernment. 

“The call to prayer came 
before the racists. The call 
to prayer will remain after 
the racists," said Ayman 
Qdeh, head of a joint list of 
Arab parties in parliament. 
The bill which received 
initial support from a com¬ 
mittee of Israeli ministers 
this week, proposes to limit 
the volume of public ad¬ 
dress systems of all houses 
of prayer in Israel, 

But the bill's sponsor, a 
lawmaker tram a nation¬ 
alist Jewish religious parly, 
made clear the target is 
masque toudspeakers, and 
it has been dubbed the 
"muezzin bill/ 1 referring to 
fhe man who delivers the 
call to prayer.Devout Mus¬ 
lims pray five times a day. 
beginning around 5 a.m. 
In Israel, the call to prayer 
is often loud enough to 
wake up residents in Jew¬ 
ish neighborhoods or (owns 
who live in close proximity 
fo Muslim communities. 

"I cannot count the times, 
they are simply too nu¬ 
merous, that citizens have 
turned to me from all parts 
of Israeli society, from ail 
religions, with complaints 
about the noise." Netan¬ 
yahu told his Cabinel this 
week, 

"Israel is a country that re¬ 


spects freedom of religion 
for all faiths. Israel is also 
committed to defending 
those who suffer from the 
loudness of the excessive 
noise of the announce¬ 
ments." he added. 

But Palestinians and Arab 
citizens of Israel see the 
initiative as yet another 
affront by an increasingly 
hostile Israeli society and 
leadership. 

Arabs make up one fifth of 
Israel's citizenry, but they 
are generally poorer and 
less educated than Jews 
and suffer from discrimh 
nation and substandard 
public services. Same poli¬ 
ticians have questioned 
their loyalty to the state. 

On election day las! year, 
Netanyahu galvanized 
his hawkish supporters toy 
warning that "Arab voters 
are going in droves to the 
polls." The comments drew 
accusations of racism, and 
Netanyahu later apolo- 
gized. 


Some detractors have said 
the bill is unnecessary, since 
Israel already has rules 
regulating excessive noise. 
Still, it has garnered support 
from many secular liberals 
who normally are at odds 
with Netanyahu's conser¬ 
vative government. 

Zvi Bar el of Ihe liberal 
Haaretz newspaper said 
he would support efforts to 
limit the place of religion in 
the Israeli public sphere if 
the bill wasn’t discrimina¬ 
tory. 

"Israeli liberals, whether 
Jewish or Arab, can’t sup¬ 
port this excellent bill be¬ 
cause it is intended to harm 
Muslims," he wrote in an 
op-ed, 

A planned vote an 
Wednesday was blacked 
after ultra-Orthodox Jewish 
lawmakers raised concerns 
that it could also affect the 
sirens that announce the 
si art of fhe Jewish Sabbath 
and holidays in many com¬ 
munities. 


"1 think the whole taw is un¬ 
necessary, 1 ' Health Minister 
Yaakov Litzman told Israeli 
Army Radio Wednesday, 
adding that he would sup¬ 
port an amended bill that 
made an exception for 
Jewish sirens. A ministerial 
committee will revisit the 
bill. 

Netanyahu has claimed 
that many European cities 
and Muslim countries place 
limits on loudspeaker vol¬ 
ume, 

tn Ireland. Muslims seek¬ 
ing to build masques must 
agree that there will be no 
public call to prayer. Local 
Muslim leaders have ac¬ 
cepted the restriction, cit¬ 
ing religious teachings an 
showing respect far neigh¬ 
bors, and more than a 
dozen mosques have been 
built since 1 996 . 

In Germany, only about 30 
of the 160 official mosques 
have a cal! to prayer, ac¬ 
cording to the DPA news 
agency. While residents 


often complain, authori¬ 
ties say it is covered by the 
right to religious freedom, 
though still subject to gen¬ 
eral laws against making 
excessive noise. 

The nationalist Alternative 
for Germany and various 
far-right parties have tried 
to exploit the issue, so for 
to little avail. Yet the party 
has done very well in local 
elections by campaigning 
against Islam and is surgi- 
Tng as the country heads 
into a major election year 
in 2017. 

In Britain, local city and 
fawn councils mediate 
occasional disputes over 
early morning prayer calls. 
There is an online petition in 
support of allowing areas 
with high Muslim popula¬ 
tions to have "a loud call 
for prayer" al least three 
times a day, but it has not 
yet generated the 100,000 
electronic signatures re¬ 
quired to put ft before Par¬ 
liament, 

While France has no ban, 
French mosques don't 
sound public calls fo 
prayer, apparently out of 
respect to the country’s 
secular traditions. 

Likewise, very few mosques 
in the U.S, bias! a call to 
prayer. Ibrahim Hooper of 
the Council on American- 
Islamic Relations said most 
American mosques are 
not located in the heart 
of Muslim communities. 
"Even if they broadcast it, 
the likelihood is that peo¬ 
ple are not close enough 
to hear it," he said.Dawud 
Walid, director of CAIR’s 
Michigan chapter,, said the 
call to prayer rings out from 
some mosques in Detroit 
and the suburbs of Harm 
tramck and Dearborn, all 
with large Muslim popula¬ 
tions. In a 1979 decision, 
a Detroit judge ruled a 
mosque had a constitu¬ 
tional right to broadcast its 
prayer call.

Ex-Rio governor snared in sweeping Brazilian graft probe

RIO DE JANEIRO {AP} — A 

former governor of Rio de 
Janeiro state who hod long 
been dogged by corrup¬ 
tion allegations was or resl¬ 
ed at his home Thursday, 
accused ot receiving bribes 
and laundering money in a 
colossal graft probe roiling 
Brazil. 

Federal police arrested 
Sergio Cabral in a morning 
raid that also snared sever¬ 
al others connected to for¬ 
mer governor’s. 2007-2014 


administration. 

Prosecutors said Cabral re¬ 
ceived hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars a month 
from several companies 
in exchange for help get¬ 
ting building contracts that 
ranged from projects in 
slums to the refurbishment 
of Rio's iconic Maracana 
Stadium. 

In total, Cabral received 
tens of millions of dollars in 
a scheme that included 
laundering money via the 
writing of fake contracts 
and buying luxury goods. 


according to investigators, 
"This case shows the over¬ 
whelming effects of corrup¬ 
tion/’ said Athayde Ribeiro 
Costa, a lead prosecutor 
in the case, during a press 
conference. "Society suf¬ 
fers greatly from ft." 

Calls to Cabral’s lawyer 
were not immediately re¬ 
turned, 

Cabral is the latesl tap polh 
ticlan fa be arrested in a 
massive kickback scheme 
connected to the state oil 
company Pefrobras. 
Prosecutors allege that 


more than $2 billion in 
bribes were paid in ex¬ 
change for building con¬ 
tracts and favorable terms 
over a decade. 

Dozens of politicians and 
top businessmen hove 
been charged in the 
scheme. Several have 
been jailed. 

Long before the so-called 
"Car Wash 1 ' Investigation 
was launched a few years 
ago, Cabral was repeat¬ 
edly accused of wrongdo¬ 
ing, In 2014, he resigned 
after targe street protests in 


a movement that cariocas, 
as Rio residents are known, 
called "Occupy Cabral," 
Detractors accused him of 
overseeing shady construc¬ 
tion deals in Rio, of using 
state helicopters for per¬ 
sonal trips and of allowing 
military police to use brutal 
taclics.Then-vice Gov. Luiz 
Fernando Pezao took over, 
and later was re-elected. 
Today Pezao and the state 
are facing a major fiscal 
crisis that has kept thou¬ 
sands of public employees 
from being paid. □

The history of Sabratha Fol¬ 
lows a pattern similar to 
that of Leptis Magna, but 
it was founded much lat¬ 
er, around 5 centuries BC. 
In the fourth century, Sa¬ 
bratha was almost com¬ 
pletely destroyed by an 
earthquake. 

Byzantines reconstructed 
the city, but on a much 
smaller scale. 

The mortal blows la Sa¬ 
bratha were delivered by 
the Arabs when they con¬ 
quered North Africa in the 
7th century. 

As in Leptis Magna, the 
principal attraction is the 
theatre, but it only seated 
5 thousand people. 
Recognizing the Roman 
ruins as important tour¬ 
ist attractions, Ghadafi's 
government invested 
much in the restoration 
of both Leptis Magna and 
Sabratha. Put following

Andy Murray took over the 
No, 1 ranking from Djokovic 
this month at the Paris Mas¬ 
ters, Bui if Djokovic does 
better than Murray this 
weekend at the ATP finals, 
he will jump back ahead 
and finish the season an 
top for the third straight 
season and the fifth time in 
six years.

Robbie Keane is leaving 
the LA Galaxy after win¬ 
ning three MLS Cup titles 
over six successful seasons. 
The Galaxy and the Irish 
striker announced their 
mutual parting Thursday, 
with the team lavishing 
praise on one of the most 
successful European trans¬ 
plants to MLS. 

The 36-year-old Keane in¬ 
tends to continue playing, 
but hasn’t chosen a new 
club. 

"3 believe that now is the 
right time far a new chal¬ 
lenge as I look towards the 
next chapter of my play¬ 
ing career," Keane said in 
a statement. “I still feel as 
fit and sharp as ever, and 
I am looking forward fo 
my next adventure. Hav¬ 
ing now retired from, in¬ 
ternational football. I am 
ready to focus everything 
I have an one last major 
chatlenge in club Football 
and will be taking time out 
to consider my options be¬ 
fore announcing my next 
move." 

Keane was one of MLS' 
best players with the Gal¬ 
axy, winning the league 
MVP award in 2014 and 
propelling the club to 
championships in 2011, 
2012 and 2014. He served 
as the Galaxy's captain 
far long stretches of his 
time in California, teaming 
up with London Donovan

Keane joined the Gal¬ 
axy in August 2011 after a 
lengthy European club ca¬ 
reer that included 80 goals 
for Tottenham Hot spun 
Unlike England midfielder 
Steven Gerrard, who also 
announced his departure 
from the Galaxy this week, 
Keane thrived stateside. 
He lived downtown In a 
luxury condominium with 
his family, and he dem¬ 
onstrated a Spartan work 


ethic that rubbed off on his 
younger teammates. 

"You can make the case 
that (Keane] has been the 
besl player in this league 
for however many years 
he's been here," Dono¬ 
van said last week. "From 
the minute he stepped 
through the door, we 
knew we had hil a home 
run.

Keane had 92 goals and 
51 assists during his Galaxy 
stay, 

"He's been fantastic/" 
Donovan added. 11 E would 
hove never imagined that 
someone of his pedigree, 
with his quality, and play¬ 
ing at the clubs he ployed 
at, would come here with 


the intention 1o do things 
the right way like that. He 
could have come here 
and gone on vacation 
and taken it easy. He’s not 
built that way, and he was 
fantastic from Day 1 until 
the end." 

Keane is thought to be 
interested in playing else¬ 
where in MLS, but a re¬ 
turn to Europe could of¬ 
fer more options. He also 
plans to begin a coaching 
career soon, and he could 
emerge as a contender 
for a role with LAFC, the 
MLS expansion club mov¬ 
ing into downtown Los 
Angeles to become the 
Galaxy’s rivals when they 
begin play in 2018. 

Despite their talent-laden 
roster, the Galaxy finished 
sixth in the MLS table this 
season and lost fo Colora¬ 
do in the Western Confer¬ 
ence semifinals. 

The departures of Keane 
and Gerrard will enable a 
thorough makeover of the 
franchise, which has two 
designated player slots to 
till with its usual aggressive 
player acquisition. 

While Donovan still hasn't 
decided whether to ex¬ 
tend his comeback for 
another season, the new 
Galaxy are likely to be built 
around Dos Santos and 
Zardes — two dynamic 
scorers still in their primes 
— rather than the over- 
30 superstars who domi¬ 
nated the club in previous 
seasons.□

This was McCann's third 
season in New York otter 
signing an $85 million, five- 
year deal as a free agent, 
McCann is due $17 million 
in each of Ihe next two 
seasons, and the Yankees 
will pay $5.5 million both 
years.

NEW YORK, {AP) — Your 
streaming TV options have 
gotten better and cheap¬ 
er. 

Features that once re¬ 
quired a $100 device can 
now be had for as little as 
$30. A cheap device is fine 
for getting TV shows and 
movies from most popular 
services onto a big-screen 
TV — as tong as it 1 s a reg¬ 
ular, high-definition set. 
Of course, it's possible to 
simpty watch video on a 
phone or tablet, but it’s not 
as satisfying from a living- 
room couch, 

Here's a holiday buying 
guide for the TV-streamers 
in your life. 


STREAMING BUILT-IN 
Smart TVs, game consoles 
and the TiVo digital video 
recorder all have streaming 
apps, and if all you watch 
is Netflixand Hutu, you'll be 
fine with those. But apps for 
individual channels such as 
The CW and FX won't work 
with every device. 

The exceptions are TVs run¬ 
ning Roku software or that 
have Google's Chrome- 
cast technology built in: 
they fend to have wider 
app selections. 

GETTING AROUND 
Devices vary in how easy 
it is to access apps and 
video. While many devic¬ 
es are getting voice fea¬ 
tures that let you search 
multiple services at once, 
you’ll stil! need to navigate 
on-screen menus with a re¬ 
mote. 

The exception is Chrome- 
cost, which has no menu or 
remote ot all. Instead, you 
start video on an iPhone or 
Android phone and send 
it to the big screen with a 
tap of a cast button. With 
some video services, the 
phone is freed up for other 
things, though you'll need 
to use the phone os a re¬ 
mote few pausing and re¬ 
winding. 

Devices running Google's 
Android TV come with 
Chromecast features and 
pack their menus with vid¬ 
eo from Google's YouTube 
service. Amazon's Fire TV 
device has traditionally 
favored Amazon video 


over others, though that's 
changing as Netffix, HBO 
and other leading services 
get prominence on the 
home screen, Roku is the 
most service-agnostic of 
the bunch. Apple TV ships 
with Apple services, but it's 
easy to replace those with 
your favorites. 


APP SELECTION 
Roku has one of the most 
complete app libraries, 
though Apple's iTunes ser¬ 
vice is notably missing. 
You'll need an Apple TV to 
access iTunes. 

Apple TV also has a good 
app seleclion, though out 
of 25 leading services The 
Associated Press checked, 
it's missing direct access 
to Amazon, Google Play, 
Vudu and PlayStation Vue. 
You can get the first three 
indirectly with a Chrome- 
cast-like feature called Air¬ 
play if you have a compan¬ 
ion iPhone or other Apple 
device, 

Amazon's Fire TV device 
is missing iTunes, Google 
Play, Vudu, ABC, Freeform 
and the NFL [though some 
games are shown through 
Twitter's app). 

The selection on Android TV 
is also limited, but you can 
supplement that with apps 


for Chromecast. With an 
Android phone, you can 
get all but iTunes, though 
getting Amazon video is 
tough, as it requires getting 
Amazon's "Underground" 
app store first. With an 
iPhone, you're missing 
iTunes, Amazon and USA 
Network, even with AirPlay, 
If you jus I have a Chrome- 
cast device with an iPhone, 
you're also missing Free¬ 
form [formerly ABC Family) 
and CNN. 

You’ll still need individual 
subscriptions to these ser¬ 
vices, The streaming de¬ 
vice merely enables play¬ 
back on the big screen. 


ENTRY-LEVEL DEVICES 
Amazon's Fire TV Stick 
stands out as a speedy, 
capable device for $40. II 
now comes with a voice 
remote for searches and 
Alexa assistant queries on 
weather, sports scores and 
other information. 

The Roku Express is cheap¬ 
er at $30. though there’s 
no voice remote, and the 
interface is slower (which 
doesn’l matter as much 
once you sit bock and 
watch the yideo). It's a 
great choice considering 
its wider app selection, not¬ 
withstanding the lack of 


iTunes, 

Google’s entry-level Chro¬ 
mecast costs $35 — afford¬ 
able. though the gadget Is 
clunky without its own re¬ 
mote, It’s slightly betler with 
Android than iPhones, 
MID-RANGE DEVICES 
Xiaomi’s Mi Box is a speedy 
Android TV device with a 
nice price tag, $69. It sup¬ 
ports higher-resolution vid¬ 
eo known as 4K. an option 
thal once required more 
expensive devices. But you 
need a 4K TV and services 
that offer 4K video — so far. 
Net Mix and YouTube do so 
for just some of their offer¬ 
ings, Mr Box also supports 
HDR picture quality. HDR. or 
high dynamic range, prom¬ 
ises brighter whites, darker 
blacks and a richer range 
of colors — but you need 
an HDR TV and HDR video, 
Google's new Chromecast 
Ultra also has 4K and HDR 
support for $69. Because Mi 
Box also does Chromecast, 
you get more overall for 
the same price. Mi Bax also 
has a voice remote. 

The Roku Premiere also of¬ 
fers 4K for $80. but its re¬ 
mote lacks voice support. 
Amazon's regular Fire TV 
has 4K and a voice remote 
for $90, Neither has HDR. 
For now, HDR sets are rarer 


than 4K, and even 4K sets 
aren't that common. 


WHY PAY MORE? 

The $100 Roku Premiere 
Plus and the $130 Roku Ul¬ 
tra offer both 4K and HDR, 
The remote for both also 
has a headphone jack for 
listening when everyone 
else is asleep. The Ultra 
also has o voice remote, 
something many cheaper 
devices offer. That remote 
also has gaming buttons 
and emits a sound when 
you lose it in a couch. 

For hard-core gamers, 
consider the $200 Nvidia 
Shield TV, an Android TV 
with both 4K and HDR sup¬ 
port, plus faster processors 
for games with intensive 
graphics. 

Another premium choice 
is Apple TV, which starts 
at $T49. You don’t get 4K 
or HDR, which won't mat¬ 
ter for regular sets. Instead, 
you get plenty of apps that 
do more than play video. 
You can browse Ikea's 
catalog, order food from 
Grubhub and get the Ac- 
cuWeather forecasls. For 
video, on upcoming app 
simply called TV promises 
to bring together all your 
viewing from various chan¬ 
nels and services.□ 
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Ex-Valeant, Philidor execs arrested for fraud, conspiracy

Federal prosecutors hove 
arrested former executives 
of Valeant Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals and a defunct mail¬ 
order pharmacy it helped 
to establish, charging 
them with running o high- 
stakes fraud-and-kickback 
scheme that bilked the 
company and its share¬ 
holders out of millions of 
dollars.Thursday's arrests 
are part of an ongoing- in¬ 
vestigation of the scheme, 
according lo Preel Bho- 
rara„ U.S. Attorney for the 
Southern District of New 
York, who announced the 
arrests and charges at a 
Manhattan news confer¬ 


ence. Other arrests are 
possible, he said. 

Bharara's office said if has 
charged Gary Tanner, o 
former Valeant executive, 
and Andrew Davenport, 
who had been the chief 
executive of Philidor, the 
mail-order pharmacy, with 
Iwo counts of wire fraud, 
along with money laun¬ 
dering and conspiracy Jhe 
criminal complaint alleges 
that Tanner and Davenport 
conspired to enrich them¬ 
selves with Valeani funds 
after the two helped Vale¬ 
ant set up Philidor in early 
2013, primarily as a vehicle 
to market and distribute 
Valeani drugs. 

According to the com¬ 


plaint, Tanner focused on 
building up Philidor's busi¬ 
ness, resisted his superiors’ 
directives to line up other 
distributors for Valeont's 
producis and ultimate¬ 
ly received a $10 million 
kickback from Davenport. 
Meanwhile, Tanner repeat¬ 
edly told Valeant he was 
following its conflicts of in¬ 
terest rules Jh© complaint 
alleges that in the fall of 
2014, the two orchestrated 
Vateant’s agreement lo 
buy an option to purchase 
Philidor, costing Valeant 
shareholders at least $133 
million. Mare than $40 mil¬ 
lion of that went to shell 
companies controlled by 
Davenport, including one 


called "End Game LP. M 
Davenport used that mon¬ 
ey to buy stocks, luxury 
goods and a $50,000 cus¬ 
tom wine cellar, according 
to Ihe complaint. 

Both men were taken into 
custody Thursday morning 
at or near their homes and 
faced court appearances 
later in the day .Tanner, 39. 
of Gilbert Arizona, had 
been Valeant's primary 
contact with Philidor and 
headed Valeant's "ac¬ 
cess solutions team," which 
worked to get patients 1 
insurers to caver brand- 
name Valeant medicines 
instead of much-cheaper 
generic ones. Davenport, 
48, of Haverford, Pennsyl¬ 


vania, a Philadelphia sub¬ 
urb, was Philidor's largest 
owner as well as its CEO. 
Valeant has been under 
scrutiny for aggressively 
jacking up prices of old 
drugs with little or no com¬ 
petition and for question¬ 
able accounting practic¬ 
es, including prematurely 
reporting sales of its drugs 
made through Philidor. 
Valeant is the target of 
mare than 10 different gov¬ 
ernment probes, plus mul¬ 
tiple shareholder lawsuits. 
Its stock price has plunged 
mare than 90 percent since 
the farmer Wail Street dar¬ 
ling came under the micro¬ 
scope for its business and 
accounting practices.

Amazon.com and others. 
II spent more than $3 billion 
for Jet.com, a deal that 
closed in September and is 
aimed at helping it attract 


younger and more affluent 
customers. 

The company had also said 
it planned to slow its new 
store openings and pour

money into its online ef¬ 
forts, technology and store 
remodels. 

"We are pleased thal we 
can see real progress stem¬ 


ming from our strategic 
choices/' CEO Doug Mc- 
Miiton said in a statement. 
But he added, "We wilt 
continue to change and 
pick up speed lo reach our 
longer-term aspirations.'" 
Global e-commerce sales 
grew 20,6 percent in the 
quarter, up from 11,8 per¬ 
cent In the prior period. 
Wal-Mart said it's setting 
up teams to accelerate 
the integration between 
Wai-Mart and Jet.com and 
working to use its scale in 
areas like shipping and 
sharing its producl selec¬ 
tion. 

The company is increasing 
the number of products tar 
online orders by 50 percent 
for the holiday kickoff next 
week compared to the 
number available a year 
ago. It's also adding staff 
to handle customers pick¬ 
ing up online orders at the 
stores, and designating a 
manager For that area. 


JPMorgan Chase to pay $264 million in Chinese bribery case

NEW YORK (AP) — JPM¬ 
organ Chase &, Co. has 
agreed to pay $264.4 mil¬ 
lion in fines lo federal au¬ 
thorities to settle criminal 
and civil charges thal it 
hired friends and relalives 
of Chinese officials in order 
lo gain access to banking 
deals in that country. 
JPMorgan 1 s Asia affiliate 
allegedly created a quid 
pro quo program that 
would hire the children and 
friends of high-ranking Chi¬ 


nese officials, regardless of 
the person's qualifications, 
in order to gain favor and 
win banking deals. 
"Awarding prestigious em¬ 
ployment opportunities to 
unqualified individuals in 
order to influence govern¬ 
ment officials is corruption, 
plain and simple," Assistant 
Attorney General Leslie 
Caldwell said in prepared 
rernarfcs.The United States 
has one of the strictest 
bribery laws in the world, 
known as the Foreign Cor¬ 
rupt Practices Act, where it 


effectively bans U.5. com¬ 
panies from paying foreign 
government officials to ob¬ 
tain or retain business. While 
JPMorgan did not pay Chi¬ 
nese officials directly, fed¬ 
eral authorities said the hir¬ 
ing of unqualified persons 
related to Chinese officials 
was effectively the same 
thing. The only candidates 
who would fail under this 
program had to have a "di¬ 
rectly attributable linked to 
business opportunity" to be 
considered for hiring. The 
Department of Justice es¬ 


timates the Asia affiliate of 
JPMorgan earned at feast 
$35 million in profits from 
Chinese state-owned com¬ 
panies, 

Caldwell called the JPM¬ 
organ program, which 
was called the "Sons and 
Daughters Program," was 
"nothing mare than bribery 
by another name," 

Despite those si rang wards, 
the bank will avoid criminal 
bribery charges as part of 
the deal reached with the 
Department of Justice, Ihe 
Securities and Exchange 


Commission and other reg¬ 
ulators. The bank reached 
what’s known as a non¬ 
prosecution agreement 
over the allegations. 

The Justice Department 
said it agreed fo the non- 
prosecution agreement 
due in part to J PM organ's 
own cooperation in the

stocks rose Thursday as 
banks resumed their steep 
upward climb and retail¬ 
ers moved higher. Federal 
Reserve Chair Janet Ye Hen 
emphasized that the Fed 
plans to raise interest rates, 
which will help banks make 
mare money from tending. 
Stocks started the day 
with smalt gains and 
moved higher following 
Ye Hen’s testimony to Con¬ 
gress, Banks once again 
marched higher as inves¬ 
tors cheered the latest in¬ 
dication that interest rates 
will rise from their current 
ultra-low levels. 

Retailers also rose after 
strong earnings from Best 
Buy, while food and house¬ 
hold goods makers strug¬ 
gled after weak results from 
Wal-Mart and J.M. Smucfc- 
er. 

Almost all of the S&.F 500's 
gains since the presiden¬ 
tial election have gone to 
financial stocks. 

They lagged the market 
for much of this year, but 
they're now trading at their 
highest levels since May 
2008, months before the fi¬ 
nancial crisis peaked. 
Investors hope banks will 
benefit from higher inter¬ 
est rates, faster economic 
growth and lighter regula¬ 
tion under President-elect 
Trump, 

“I wouldn't expect we're 
going to see the entire re¬ 


peal of Dodd-Frank, but we 
could certainly see some 
changes that are positive 
for the financial services 
sector," said Kate Warne, 
an investment strategist for 
Edward Jones. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average added 35.68 
points, or 0.2 percent, to 
18,903.82. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 10,18 
points, or 0.5 percent, to 
2,187.12. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite added 39.39 points, 
or 0.7 percent, to 5,333,97. 
The Dow has set several 
records since the election, 
while the S&P 500 and Nas¬ 
daq are close to records 
they set a few months ago. 
Fed Chair Yellen told Con¬ 
gress that the economy is 
improving and added that 
that if the Fed keeps wait¬ 
ing now and raises rates too 
quickly later, that increases 
the risk of a recession. 
Investors already expected 
the Fed to raise interest 
rales when it meets in mid- 
December, and they felt 
Yellen r s comments con¬ 
firmed that higher rotes are 
coming.

Com¬ 
pany CEO Mark Wsdmor 
said in a conference call 
with investors and industry 
analysis that he expects 
the company's new line wit 


be operational by the sec¬ 
ond half of 2018.7he Tem- 
pe. Arizona-based compa¬ 
ny sold it is phasing out its 
current Series 4 solar panels 
and is scrapping plans for 
a Series 5. It will cut 1,600 
jobs worldwide, about 27 
percent of its work force. 
Details about the restruc¬ 
turing plan haven't been 
released. The company 
said it will stop production 
at its Perrysburg Township 
plant, near Toledo, which 
employs about 1,400 work¬ 
ers .The shutdown is ex¬ 
pected to fast more than a 
year.

Feds say barrier to gorilla exhibit ineffective

CINCINNATI (APJ — A bar¬ 
rier separating Cincinnati 
Zoo visitors from a gorilla 
exhibit wasn't in compli¬ 
ance with standards when 
a 3-year-old boy slipped 
inside, resulting in the 
shooting death of an en¬ 
dangered gorilla named 
Harambe, federal inspec¬ 
tors concluded. 

A U.S, Department of Ag¬ 
riculture inspection re¬ 
port, obiained Thursday 
by The Associated Press, 
also staled the zoo's dan¬ 
gerous-animal response 
team properly followed 
procedures after visitors 
called 911 on May 28 to 
report a child in the go¬ 
rilla enclosure. The death 
of the 17-year-old male 
western lowland gorilla led 
to mourning around the 
globe and a storm of criti¬ 
cism and unending social 
media attention. 

The zoo quickiy made the 
barrier taller and added 
nylon mesh and surveil¬ 
lance cameras. It said 
there had been no previ¬ 
ous problems in the Gorilla 
World exhibit's 38-year his¬ 
tory and its barriers were 
always found compliant in 
earlier federal inspections, 
including in April. 

The federal investigation is 
continuing and could lead 
to fines or other disciplinary 
action. 

The department's animal 
welfare arm confirmed the 
zoo’s barrier system had 
been considered to be in 
compliance during earlier 
inspections. 

Department spokeswom¬ 
an Tanya Espinosa said the 
barriers must restrict public 
contact from the gorillas. 
“It became apparenl on 
May 28 that the barrier was 
no longer effective,” Espi¬ 
nosa said via email. "The 
Cincinnati Zoo took swift 
and comprehensive cor¬ 
rective action in response." 
Zoo Director Thane May¬ 
nard said the zoo will con¬ 
tinue to work with authori¬ 
ties to ensure its exhibits 
meet or exceed standards. 
“We remain committed to 
visitor and animal safety," 
Maynard said. 

The Department of Agri¬ 
culture inspectors said in a 
report dated June 6 there 


had been “some slock" 
in wire cables in the bar¬ 
rier that could have been 
"manipulated fo an eight- 
inch gap." Beyond the bar¬ 
rier were bushes and other 
landscaping that was 18 
to 24 inches tall, followed 
by a 15-foot drop-off into a 
moat. 

The report stated visitors 
had notified a keeper and 
called 911 to report a child 
was in the exhibit and the

keeper activated the zoo's 
emergency response. 

A member of the Danger¬ 
ous Animal Response Team 
arrived in about nine min¬ 
utes, the report stated. It 
said Harambe didn't re¬ 
spond to attempts to return 
him to the gorilla holding 
area after making contact 
with the boy, dragging the 
bay by the leg in the shal¬ 
low moat water and again 
on the ground.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
While last month merely 
tied far the world’s third 
warmest October in his¬ 
tory, 2016 is still an track 
to be the hottest year on 
record, federal meteo¬ 
rologists 5aid Thursday. 
The National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Ad¬ 
ministration announced 
that the globe aver¬ 
aged 58.4 degrees 
(14.7 Celsius), which is 
1.3 degrees (0.7 Celsius] 
warmer than the 20th- 
century average but not 
as warm as Octobers in 
2015 and 2014. 

From May 2015 to Au¬ 
gust 2016, Earth set 
monthly heat records far 
16 straight months. 
Scientists blame contin¬ 
ued man-made climate 
change from the burn¬ 
ing of fossil fuels, goosed 
by a now-gone El Nino. 
El Nino is the occasion¬ 
al natural warming of 
parts of the Pacific that 
changes weather world¬ 


wide. 

The first 10 months of 2016 
have been fhe hottest 
year to date, averag¬ 
ing 59.1 5 degrees [15.07 
Celsius}. That beats 2015 


by .18 degrees (.1 Cel¬ 
sius) . 

NOAA climate scientist 
Jessica Blunden said it 
is likely that this year will 
eclipse 2015 as the hot¬ 
test year on record . If 
November and October 
are just average for the 
21st century, it will set a 
new record. But Blunden 
said a weak La Nina, 
the cooling flip side of 
El Nino, provides a small 
possibility that 2016 will 
slip slightly behind 2015, 
Still, 2016, 2015 and 2014 
will go down as the three 


hottest years on record 
“however they stack 
up," Blunden said. Re¬ 
cords go back to 1880, 
Since 2000, the globe 
has set 42 monthly heat 
records and four annual 
heat records. No global 
monthly records for cold 
have been set since De¬ 
cember 1916, New Mex¬ 
ico had its hottest Oc¬ 
tober on record, while 
neighboring Arizona, 
Texas, Oklahoma and 
Colorado had near re¬ 
cord heat for the month, 
NOAA meteorologists 


said fhe Arctic was un¬ 
usually war mi for a long 
period of time, both be¬ 
fore and after the strong 
El Nino. Parts of Green¬ 
land, including the 
top of Greenland's ice 
sheet, were more than 
13 degrees (more than 7 
Celsius) warmer than av¬ 
erage last month. 

There has been ll a me¬ 
teoric rise in October 
temperatures on Alas¬ 
ka's north slope/' said 
Rick Thoman, NOAA’s 
climate science and ser¬ 
vices manager in Alaska. 
Barrow's The average 
October temperature in 
2016 in Barrow, Alaska, 
was 30,2 degrees, nearly 
double the 20th century 
normal of 15.6 degrees. 
And the last 15 years 
have all averaged more 
than 20 degrees in Oc¬ 
tober in Barrow. 

“Since October 2001, 
there have been no 
cold Octobers (in Bar- 
row), not one," Thoman 
said. "This change Is the 
direct result of fhe really 
catastrophic loss of au¬ 
tumn sea ice on Alaska's 
north coast." 

Arctic sea ice in Octo¬ 
ber — the first full month 
when sea ice is sup¬ 
posed to grow in the 
region set a record low 
for the month, Blunden 
5 a id. She called the Arc¬ 
tic the “canary in the 
coal mine" for global

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Why Bruno Mars believes 
clothes make the album

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Bruno Mars was in the stu¬ 
dio crafting his upbeat, 
funky new a (bum, he had a 
dress cade: Wear your fin¬ 
est clothes, and leave your 
sloppy sweatpants at the 
door. 

He said dressing up set to 
the mood so that he and 
his collaborators could 
write and produce groovy, 
smooth and soulful songs 
that make up "24K Magic," 
his first album in four years, 
"I made il a point: I’m show¬ 
ing up to the studio., we 
working, but I'm not show¬ 
ing up in sweats “cause 
you're going to get what 
sweats sounds like so I'm 
going to wear every jew¬ 
elry piece I collected, and 
my finest shoes, and write 
some songs,” Mars said. “It 
just helped keep the mo¬ 
tion (going).'" 

His swag a n d st yle—acu rty, 
mini Afro, silky Versace shirt, 
classic shorts, slick shoes 
and a studded pinky ring 
— match the sound of “24K 
Magic," an epic '90s R&B- 
inspired album that plays 
like a cohesive jam session. 
If will be released Friday, 
Mars, 31, said the album 
was inspired by his love for 
R&B acts like New Edition, 
Boyz II Men and Jadeci, as 
well as West Coast rap (DJ 
Quik came to the studio to 
give him a ftexatone, the 
percussion instrument, to 
use on the album), 

"The spirit of this album, 
growing up in the ‘90s, is to 
me the most joyous (time) 
for me. That’s my child¬ 
hood. That’s what E grew 
up on," he said. 

"I love DJ Quik. Suga Free, 
Too Short, E-40. Dr, Dre of 
course. Snoop, and that's 
because these songs, they 
influenced hip-hop, these 
“70s funk songs, but it look 
place in the '90s and that's 
why you had this soulful 
music with a superstar rap¬ 
ping on it. For me, it was all 
about the live show and 
the kind of party 1 want to 
throw. 

"That is the spirit we were 
hoping to capture on this 
album, and that rhythm 


is not as popular on radio 
right now," he added. 

Mars says the trendy sound 
that some of his peers have 
adopted — downbeat, al¬ 
ternative R&.B — isn't him, 
"See, when I grew up 
you had to know how to 
dance, that was the whole 
thing. Everybody danced, 
thugs are dancing, the girls 
ain't looking at you unless 
you’re dancing," he said 
on a couch in the finely 
decorated and hip Atlan¬ 
tic Records office in New 
York City. "I remember hav¬ 
ing so much fun growing 
up going to functions and 
dancing, having a good 
time. People see me and 
my band do whal we do 
and I'm just trying to push 
that even now more so 
on this album than the last 
two. It’s like, ’We got to be 
moving' — that's if," 

Then he adds: "And I'm be¬ 
ing mean about the R&B 
stuff. There’s room, it's just 
not what I can bring to the 
table. ...Ifs not what I want 
to do," 

"24JC Magic" is Mars, yet 
again, crafting his own 
space in the pop music 
landscape: After debuting 
in 20TQ os o co-writer, co- 
producer and guesl singer 
on hits like "Nothin' On 
You" and "Billionaire," he 
wenl an lo become a solo 
star with his debut, "Doa- 
Wops & Hooligans," as 
well as its follow-up, 2012’s 
"Unorthodox Jukebox." 
He won Grammys for both 
multi-platinum albums. 

They helped him headline 
the 2014 Super Bowl — an 
accomplishment no other 
artist achieved so early 
in their career — and the 
success of last year's "Up¬ 
town Funk" brought him to 
the big game for a second 
time last February. 

"What’s really helped us 
— and I don’t think o. lot 
of producers have the lux¬ 
ury of, have the privilege 
of — is being able to be 
in the studio recording an 
album and then going out 
and performing it," said 
Fhilip Lawrence, who per¬ 
forms in Mars' band and 
has also co-written and co¬ 
produced with the pop star 


since he became a house¬ 
hold name. 

"We got two different van¬ 
tage points: We got the sit¬ 
ting in the studio laboring 
over songs for hours and 
days and weeks, and then 
we get to take whatever 
that energy is and put il in 
front of people. And when 
you do that it gives you the 
opportunity to see what 
works, what doesn't work, 
what could be better, what 
could be Improved on." 
Mars' donee routines have 
gotten attention because 
they are slick, hip and, at 
times, hilarious. He started 
working with Phil Tayag of 
the hip-hop dance crew 
Jabbawockeez for "Up¬ 
town Funk" and continued 
to work with the dancer 
for his latest project and 
tour ("The 24K Magic World 
Tour" kicks off next March 
and Mars will open Sun¬ 
day's American Music 
Awards in Los Angeles}, 
"We'd link up and just start 
moving and see who could 
make each other laugh 
first," Mars said of the cho¬ 
reography. 

That was also the mood 
he had in the studio while 
writing his new album: “If 
we can make each other 
laugh, thal should mean 
something,” 

The only guest on the al¬ 
bum is Halle Barry, whose 
voice appears on the ir¬ 
resistibly smooth "Calling 
All My Lovelies.” RIB icon 
Baby face lends a hand to 
the cEasing track, the slow 
groove "Too Good to Say 
Goodbye," and T-Patn co¬ 
wrote the catchy "Straight 
Up L Down," which uses 
parts of the 1993 hit “Baby 
I'm Yours" by R&B group 
Shai. 

Mars said when he first 
played his label the new 
music, they were hesitant 
about the sound, 

"It's not really ’When I see 
your face...,’" Mars said, 
singing the hook to his past 
hit, "Just the Way You Are." 
"I remember the label was 
iffy when they heard it, and 
1 was like, 'Trust me, there's 
a whole vision behind this, 
he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — After a 
recent signing session to 
promote her new book, 
“Scrappy Little Nobody," 
Anna Kendrick joked about 
having a hand cramp. 

“H r s going to be OK, lt r s go¬ 
ing to release from its claw- 
like shape any second," 
she joked by phone. 

It's that kind of sharp wit 
and self-deprecating hu¬ 
mor that Kendrick is known 
for, especially on social me¬ 
dia and in interviews, which 
she swears she's not goad 
at.Kendrick, 31, describes 
in her book how a number 
of female celebrities have 
launched a campaign 
called # Ask Her More to be 
asked smarter questions 
on red carpets, rather than 
just what they're wearing. 
Kendrick writes she wishes 
journalists would instead 
“ask her less" because she 
finds the situation to be so 
awkward. 

The Oscar-nominee for the 


2009 film “Up in the Air," 
shares anecdotes and 
musings from her life thus 
far in the new book. She 
told The Associated Press 
what she learned from writ¬ 
ing it and how Hollywood 
compares to Sylvia Plath's 
“The Bell Jar." 

AP: You recently wrote on 
social media that you felt 
conflicted about launch¬ 
ing a book tour right after 
the presidential election. 
How are you feeling a 
week later?Kendrick: 1 feel 
better about if and I felt 
immediately better even 
the day after the elec¬ 
tion. I felt better knowing ! 
wasn't doing a traditional 
media tour. I'm interact¬ 
ing with groups of people 
who want to come out and 
hang out with me, but you 
know that it wasn't fike a 
press junket where we're all 
jus! going through the mo¬ 
tions and doing our jobs... 
It made me feel like it was 
maybe about connection 
and that's probably a re¬ 


alty good thing. 

AP: Did you learn anything 
about yourself while writing 
this book? Kendrick: 1 think 
the thing that surprised me 
was when I tried lo wrile 
about money and growing 
up with two working par¬ 
ents who sometimes strug¬ 
gled ... 11 kind of spiraled. 
1 was like, l Oh, maybe this 
is something I should work 
on and maybe not do it in 
a book for other people,' I 
just realized, 'I have these 
issues around money and 
1 should probably get over 
it.' There are bigger fish lo 
fry in the world than me 
having money issues be¬ 
cause of growing up with 
a very — in the grand 
scheme of things — a very 
privileged situation, but let¬ 
ting those insecurities eat 
a I me in spite of the fact 
that 1 grew up white,, mid¬ 
dle class. I really just need 
to get aver it and that was 
definitely realty interest¬ 
ing. It wouldn't have been 
something that I assumed I 


would have to work on. 

AP: You really seem to have 
managed to stay ground¬ 
ed through fame. Why do 
you think that is?Kendrick: 
I’m me all the time. It's like 
o less depressing version of 
“The Bell Jar." You're still 
you, wherever you go, It 
would be really tricky to try 


to normalize il and to feel 
like [fame] is all natural... 
In fact, trying to do that 
made me a little bonkers 
for a while. I'm very happy 
I'm allowed to be goofy 
and oFf-center.AP: And be¬ 
ing an insider In Hollywood, 
do you find most people 
ore pretty normal?

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Expanded reindeer cull arouses fear, suspicion in Siberia

SALEKHARD, Russia (AP) — 

The indigenous reindeer 
herders in Russia's northern 
Yamal Region, a remote 
section of Siberia where 
winter temperatures can 
sink below minus 50 de¬ 
grees Celsius, are familiar 
with nature’s caprice, 

Lasl year, 70,000 reindeer 
starved to death when ice 
and deep snow sealed off 
the Arctic tundra where 
they graze. This summer, 
the region’s first outbreak 
of anthrax in 75 years — an 
epidemic thought la be 
linked to climate change 
= sickened humans and 
animals alike. 

Now, the nomadic herd¬ 
ers who cover the some 
icy ground their ancestors 
roamed for centuries are 
facing a man-made threat 
os officials push ahead with 
an unprecedented culling 
that calls far at least one in 
seven of the Yamal's rein¬ 


deer to be slaughtered. 

The cull that started this 
month is championed by 
local officials and scientists 
who say a record reindeer 
population is leading to 
over-grazing and more fre¬ 
quent epidemics. But en¬ 
vironmental activists and 
some herders allege that 
energy interests pressed for 
the forced killings, which 
they say could destroy the 
endangered culture of the 
Nenets people, 

“Every herder should de¬ 
cide the fate of their own 
reindeer," Elko Serotetlo, 
the owner of a 200-he ad 
herd who has catted on Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Putin 
to stop the expanded cult, 


said in an interview. 

The rare tradition of no¬ 
madic reindeer herding the 
Nenets people practice 
sees them complete annu¬ 
al migrations of hundreds 


of miles as they drive their 
Rocks from winter grazing 
lands below the Arctic Cir¬ 
cle to the f undr a near Ya¬ 
mal's northern coast. 

Since during the Soviet era, 
the government has or¬ 
ganized an annual cull in 
which up to 70.000 reindeer 
are usually killed off, This 
year, officials announced 
fhat 100,000 of the animats 
would be slaughtered by 
the end of December. 

The final number could 
end up being higher since 
the slaughtering season 
also has been extended 
until the end of January, a 
month longer than usual. 
One of the most heavily af¬ 
fected areas is the Yamal 


Peninsula, o 435-mile-long 
promontory of wind-blast¬ 
ed land made up of per¬ 
mafrost and serpentine riv¬ 
ers jutting into the icy Kara 
Sea and home to about 
280,000 of the Yamal Re¬ 
gion’s estimated 700,000 
reindeer. 

Shrinking the number of 
reindeer on the peninsula 
is necessary for their con¬ 
tinued survival, according 
to Lyudmlo Morozova, 
a researcher at the Rus¬ 
sian Academy of Sciences. 
The population has grown 
by 50 percent over the last 
two decades, Morozova 
said, and targe tracts of 
reindeer moss, a slow-grow¬ 
ing staple of the species' 
herbivore diet, have been 
lost due to over-grazing, 

"It is essential to urgently 
reduce reindeer numbers,," 
she said. “The reindeer 
have eaten all the stores 
{of food) they shouldn't 
have eaten, and we are on 
the edge of a cliff/’ 
Slaughter house workers, 
many of them former herd¬ 
ers, are given kill quotas by 
the regional government 
that they levy on herd own¬ 
ers, who in turn receive a 
fixed price of 190 rubles ($3) 
per kilogram of meat. Dur¬ 
ing the cull, herders bring 
their reinefeer to one of six 
regional slaughter houses, 
each of which can process 
up to 260 animals a day. 
The meat is then sold com¬ 
mercially. 

Although the Nenets relied 
on their herds for food and 
clothing before the Rus¬ 


sian Revolution, the yearly 
cull has become an inte¬ 
gral pari of I heir lives and 
livelihoods, providing one 
of their primary sources of 
income. 

An drey Rubashin, the 
deputy head of Yamal’s 
agriculture, trade and pro¬ 
vision department, said 
the bigger cull will mean 
more money for herders. 
Ten more slaughter houses 
partly financed by dona¬ 
tions from oil ond gas com¬ 
panies will be built by 2020, 
according to Rubashin. 


"The aim is to push our 
reindeer herders toward a 
more Intensive use of their 
reindeer," he said in an in¬ 
terview in the regional cap¬ 
ital of Salekhard. 
Opponents of the culling 
plan say traditional pas¬ 
ture lands are disappear¬ 


ing due the growth of the 
oil ond gas industry in re¬ 
source-rich Yamal, not the 
reindeer population, 

The industry's rapid ex¬ 
pansion over the last 15 
years has curtailed the ac¬ 
cess herders have to pas¬ 
ture and their freedom to 
move across the tundra, 
Reindeer migration routes 
are restricted by pipelines, 
railways, roads and large 
zones around drilling sites, 
where herders are prohib¬ 
ited from camping. 

“It is an unequivocal trag¬ 
edy for both people and 
animals/' Yelena Sakirko, 
the Arctic coordinator for 
Greenpeace in Russia, said 
of the bigger cull. "It will end 
up with nomadic reindeer 
herders turning into settled 
reindeer farmers. This is a 
completely different form 
of husbandry, and means 
the loss of a culture/’ 
Reindeer numbers ore not 
unusually high at the mo¬ 
ment, according to Mos¬ 
cow-based anthropologist 
Olga Murashko, who said 
they were at similar levels 
in pre-revolutionary Russia 
and during the 1980s and 
have remained static for 
nearly o decode. 

In 2010, there were 290,000 
animals on the peninsula 
— 10,000 more than to¬ 
day, according to the Rus¬ 
sian Stale Statistics Service. 
Regional government 


spokeswoman Olesya 
Litovskikh denied the oil 
and gas industry lobbied 
for increased culling. En¬ 
ergy companies spend 
“billions of rubles" devel¬ 
oping far-flung areas and 
supporting Nenets culture, 
Litovskikh said.Q
